Three cen.sus enumerators who 
will begin counting the popula¬ 
tion In Sierra Madre at 9 o’colck 
next Tuesday morning, will be 
appointed this weekend, according 
to Kingdon Hicks, district .super¬ 
visor. There will be no sejuad 
leader, he said, and enumerators 
will work approximately eight 
hours a day. 

The city his been divided into 
three districts, with one enumera¬ 
tor to cowr each; northern dis¬ 
trict, Grand View avenue to 
northern city limits; central, 
Sierr.a Madre blvd. to Grand 
View avenue; and south. Sierra 
Madre blvd, to .southern city 
limits. 

It is expected that Sierra 
Madre will be covered in from 
two to three week.s. The length 
of time it takes depends on the 
number of farms and ranches in 
f.nc vicinity.

the cost of State government, 
during that period, has led all 
I the rest, trebling in the short 
span of six years. 

In the face of such conditions a 
sizeable State deficit, which can’t 
be increased much more without 
impairing the State’s credit, is 
proimbly a healthy deterrent to 
continued extravagance. And most 
thoughtful students of the situa¬ 
tion are inclined to let the deficit 
.stand until the State administra¬ 
tion has evidenced some inclina¬ 
tion to heed the public demand 
for retrenchment and economy. 

Certainly it would be foolhardy 
to levy new taxes to wipe out

Insofar as the neces.sary func¬

the affair to teach the children; 
valuable lessons of sportsman.shlp 
thit would build character. In i 
fact, the affair was so managed 
that I would hesitate to continue 
taking my children unle.ss I felt j 
that a little more thought would | 
be put into it another year. 

One mother dived in and filled 
her arms with eggs for her child! 
. . . she had about eight eggs. I do 1 
not know whether anyone .said I 
anything to her about it or not. 
It is a shame for a mother to 
be shamed before her child, and 
yet a woman who is such a 
poor sport certainly should be 
corrected . . if her child can't 
learn from her about hone.sty he 
should be given a chance to learn 
from strangers. 

In the races for the small 
children they were given spexans i 
to pu.sh their eggs, or to carry ■ 
them. About half the children, j 
carried away by their enthusi¬ 
asm, cheated. . . to.ssing the eggs 
without the help of their .spoons, 
or u.sing their hands to hold them 
on. Now obviously it would be 
unkind to disqualify .'iO per cent 
for cheating when they do not 
really mean to cheat. Yet the 
fact remains that they did not j 
obey the rules.

Attendance Emphasized People’s Desire For Entertain¬ 
ment At Home And Prompted Sierra Madrean To Act 
When Promotel’s Quit The Field 

S IERRA MADRE’S beautiful new Wistaria Theatre which 
open its doors next Thursday evening was inspiied 
by a series of open air movie entertainments covering a 
ten-week period last summer in the city park, s^n^r^ 
by the Chamber of Commerce and the SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS in cooperation with 16 of the city’s business houses. 
These movie shows attracted more than 1,600 people at 
each perfoi-mance and emphasized the desire of Sierra 
Madreans for home amusement. 

Attendance at the shows attracted operators of a 
number of movie chains and two of them optioned West 
Sierra Madre blvd. properties in the vicinity of the present 
new theatre, intending to build. But they were promotional 
enterprises and because local capital was not forthcoming 
in desired amounts, lioth projects were abandoned. 

Milton Welier, Sierra Madie owner and manager of 
the Wistaria Theatre, had been a keen obsei-ver at the 
open air theatre shows. He knew Sierra Madre wanted a 
theatre and was convinced it w’ould support a playhouse, 
particulai’ly if it was home owned and operated. So, when 
the promoters left the field, he made plans for the W’is- 
taria, which is now a reality. 

'The city has long felt the w'ant of, but has been with¬ 
out a theatre since the depression of 1929 reached its 
depths in 1931.
